wherein said recombinant viral vector expresses Fas ligand, 

wherein said cancer cells are metastatic cancer cells, and 

wherein expression of Fas ligand induces apoptosis in said metastatic cancer cells.

72. (New) The method of Claim 71 , wherein said pharmaceutically acceptable carrier 
comprising a recombinant viral vector is introduced at a site adjacent to said metastatic cancer 
cells. 
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
